SPORTING SCENES IN INDIA. 


My favorite victims were the fawas. With 
them there is neither earthing or squatting ; it is 
all fair play; and the dogs kill, or their master 
gets a lesson in judging of the size of his game, 
which is a very essential acquirement. U have 
positively seen my three Grst rate Arab dogs so 
beaten that they were fifty yards behind my 
oma ‘ara ne eee rocks

len, rather exhausted than pulled dows, I 
dragged it out from. under or between them with- 
out a scratch upon its skin, not one of them hav- 
een te rt it.
